SECTION 3. That, said designation of the hereinabove 


described property as an "Economic Revitalization Area" shall 


apply to a deduction of the assessed value of real estate- 


SECTION 4. That, the estimate of the number of individuals 


that will be employed or whose employment will be retained and 
the estimate of the annual salaries of those individuals and the 
estimate of the value of redevelopment or rehabilitation all 


contained in Petitioner's Statement of Benefits are reasonable 
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and are benefits that can be reasonably expected to result from 
the proposed described redevelopment or rehabilitation. 


SECTION 5. The current year approximate tax rates for 


taxing units within the City would be: 


(a) If the proposed development does not occur, the 
approximate current year tax rates for this site would
